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AN ACT

To amend chapter 161, RSMo, by adding thereto one new section relating to elementary and

secondary education.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the state of Missouri, as follows:

Section A.  Chapter 161, RSMo, is amended by adding thereto  one new section, to be

2 known as section 161.108, to read as follows:

3 161.108.  1.  Notwithstanding any other provision of law to the contrary, the

4 department of elementary and secondary education shall not accept any funds from the

5 federal government with conditions placed on the use of the funds without approval of such

6 conditions by the general assembly by concurrent resolution.

7 2.  Notwiths tanding any other provision of law to the contrary, the department of

8 e lementary and secondary education shall not submit any plan to any federal agency or

9 federal entity without approval of such plan by the house committee on elementary and

10 secondary education and the senate committee on elementary and secondary education. 

11 The department of elementary and secondary education shall submit such plan to the

12 house committee on elementary and secondary education and the senate committee on

13 elementary and secondary education one calendar month prior to the plan’s submission

14 to the federal agency or federal entity.

15 3.  Notwithstanding any other provision of law to the contrary, the department of

16 elementary and secondary education shall not implement any strategic plan or

17 improvement effort without approval of such strategic plan or improvement effort by the

18 house committee  on elementary and secondary education and the senate committee on

19 elementary and secondary education.
